The librarian feels constrained by tlio

responsibility of his position and a. sense

of public duty to make Iho following
representation to your Honorable Court:
The conditions of the .Library aro simply
deplorable: ,

1. Thoro is great luck of room lor

the books, and, as there Is no room for
additional shelving, many books havo to
bo kept on tho floor, and thus impede
access to those that are shelved.

" The system of heating Is destructive
to the building and greatly increases
tho annual expense of keeping the books
In condition for use.

3. During the warmer months, tho sky¬
lights operating like a sunglass, matte th
lights operating like n. sunglass, make
the reading-room so hot during nearly
all the working hours as to render It

practically unendurable.
.1. Often, during the sessions of the

court, there Is not room for the bar
to use the Library without excessive
crowding, to thoir great inconvenience
and discomfort.

5. Books can only be put in the hands
of the. court by means of a "dumb¬
waiter," which is cumbrous nnd slow.

fi It is practically impossible to Im¬

prove existing conditions .while the Li¬
brary Is continued In its present quar¬
ters. ,

7. It is, therefore, with all deference,
respectfully suggested to the court, un¬

less their wisdom shall adviso a better
plan, that it call the attention of tho
General Assembly to existing conditions
nnd urge upon that body tho immediate
necessity of assigning other and more

commodious rooms to tho Library, where,
the books can bo properly shelved and

y

preserved, and where both bench and
bar may consult them with some con¬

venience, and comfort.
Attention Is respectfully called to tho

MORE TOBACCO
NOW COMING IN

But the Seasons Are Still Re¬

markably Unfavorable.Eng¬
lish News of the Trade.

A considerable rtuantlty of dark to-

bacco came Into Richmond yesterday as

a result of tho roccnt partial season.

Tho wcttthon has been remarkably unfa¬
vorable, and Is still so for that matter.
Tho receipts will bo better this week,
.however, and somo of.tho local tobacco
men predict that nearly a halt million
pounds Will be sold. This is extreme y

doubtful, however, though It Is already
evident that' tho breaks will bo larger
than they have been for some tlmo.
In a circular, Just received hero from
